It was then run 
through a crude but effective 
chemical process which scpa- 
rated alloys from the dust, 
Icnving cither pure gold or pure 
silver to be melted down into 
small bars in a furnace. 

Agents have been keeping 
the place under surveillance 
for four months as a suspected 
source of gold and silver_belng 
smuggled out of the Philip- 
pines to China. A _ representa- 
tive of the Chinese Nationalist 
Embassy was present when the 
agents staged thelr raid, but 
no explanation was given. 

Three-fourths _ of the gold 
mined jin the Phillppincs 4s 
sold on the open market legally, 
but export of the metal is 
prohibited. The Philippines 
Government pays 70 pesos 
(US$35) per ounce for the other 
one-fourth of the gold pro- 
EN diieed = here. Open market 
prices -for gold here have 
ranged upwards of 115 pesos 
(US$57.50) per ounce for 
months.--Associated Press.

I do not think I have ever 
seen 2 man with such a sphinx- 
like countenance. He must 
have been a perfect gambler. 
The other person concerned 
in the subsequent trial was a 
young American named Doyle, 
who had come to England and 
soon become o_ well-known 
member of the 
fraternity. 


Quick wit 


He was a good-looking young, 
man with a pleasant manner 


sporting 


-Jand o quick wit, and he rapid- 


ly acquired popularity among 
u large circle of friends. 

He lived extravagantly, al- 
though the source of his in- 
come was never clearly defined 
beyond the fact thot it was 
probably derived from the 
racc-cours¢. 

Doyle had been a friend of 
Danny Maher, the American 
jockey, who at that time was 
achieving outstanding success 
on the English Turf, and for 
some time Doyle had profited 
by backing his’ mounts. 

Doyle became acquainted 
with Solly Jocl, the millionaire 
race-horse owner—Maher rode 
many of Joel’s horses — and 
was soon included among Jocl’'s 
racing friends. 


He was a constant visitor at 
Jocl’s home, was a guest 
onboard his yacht, and as a re- 
sult became well known to the 
whole Joel family, including 
Woolf, a son. 


For some time Solly Joel 
was a good and generous friend 
to Doyle; it was a few years 
later that he became a vindic- 
tive enemy. 


During the first World War 
Woolf Jocl was seriously in- 
jured in an aeroplane crash 
with the Royal Flying Corps

When sufficiently recovered 
he came to: London for a short 
period of leave, and during 
that leave he again met Doyle.

Luck changed 


The Gambler was invited to 
join them at dinner and In 
due course suggested that both 
Doyle and young Joel should 
go round to his flat for 6 
drink. Then came the suggcs- 
tlon of a friendly game of 
chemin de fer. 

They played. At first the 
stakes were low and young 
Joel won. Then Doyle suggest- 
ed they be increased: and the 
luck changed. “By midnight 
Woolf Joel had lost between 
£23,000 and 2£4,000.: 

Doyle complained. loudly

Byonzé Age 
Finds In 
— Cyprus 


A Bronze Age sanctuary 
of three, thousand years ago, 
with an open court and 
altar, has been discovered in 
Cyprus ‘after three months’ 
exeavation during the sum- 
mer and autumn by two 
women _ archaeologists 
directing a party of eleven, 
Oxford = and Cambridge 
students. 

The directors were Miss Joan 
du Plat Taylor, of the Institute 
of Archucology, Regent's Park, 
London, and Miss Seton 
Williams, Melbourne, Australia, 
The site is at Myrtou, and was 
first discovered last year by 
Miss du Plat Taylor when she 
noticed pieces of pottery and 
stone wall where villagers had 

- dug for a well. “ 

The sanctuary covers avout 
four hundred = square yards, 
Evidence was found — that the 
main buildings, erected in the 
Jute Bronze Age, were destroyed 
by: an earthquake a few 
centuries Inter, and that the site 
was reoccupied after an interval 
of some five hundred years.) 
The altar consisted of local 
dressed limestone blocks. 

Rare cylindrical scils pelong- 
ing to the late Bronze Age, about 
1300 b.c, were found; they are 
made of stone and are about an 
inch long, They were used to 
murk houschold and other pro- 
perty, and each one carricd 
the owner's personal mark, One 
s@al was carved with two deer 
and ‘a winged disc. 


A “DARK AGE” 

Finds belonging to the later 
period of occupation were a, 
quantity of pottery, including 
some local painted pottery and 
a few Greek imports, a brooch 
‘and an iron spear, all belonging 
to:the Iron Age and datable 
from 1000 b.c, to 800 b.c, Some 
of these are now on their way 
to this country, : 

Miss du Plat Taylor sald in 
an interview that the importance 
of the excavation was ih the 
Ught it. shed on.a “dark age’? in 
the history of Cyprus, The 
temple was bullt at a time of 
great prosperity when _ the 
Mycencan people from the Greek 
mainland had elther traded with 
or occupied the island, There 
were obvious indications of a 
lower standard of living in tno 
juter period of reoccupation. 

The expedition was financed 
jointly by Ashmolean Muscum, 
Oxford; Sydney University; and 
the Otago Museum, New 
Zealand.

Most of the reduction in ex-
